In view of projected costs 
for new school sites and 
other expenditures during 
the coming fiscal year, St, 
Albert's No, 6 school dis- 
trict unanimously approved 
the maximum allowable sup- 
plementary requisition mill 
rate of 23,95. This decision 
was reached at the board’s 
regular meeting last Wed- 
nesday evening, with all 
members of the board pre- 
sent, 

Last year, the supplemen= 
tary requisition mill rate 
was 22,92 and represented 
a sum of $291,272.63. The 
school board considered 
leaving last year's mill rate 
as is and when computed 
in relation to the present 
assessment, the year’s op- 
erations would have left the 
separate school system ina 
deficit position of $356, It

This maximum allowable 
figure is arrived at by take 
ing the average school mill 
rate over the past three 
years and multiplied by the 
pre-set Provincial Governe 
ment allowable increase of 
7.5%, By using this formula, 
the No, 6 supplementary re- 
quisition will be $391,309, 
and will leave an operating 
surplus of $16,473, 

In approving the supple= 
mentary requisition mill 
rate the No, 6 board agreed 
that sufficient flexibility ex- 
isted in the surplus to cover 
miscellaneous expenditures 
which have a habit of come 
ing up during any normal 
school year.

Town considers memo 
to hike permit prices 


Town Bauailding Inspector 
Jim Roberts submitted a 
recommendation to revise 
building, plumbing and gas 
permit fees, In his memore 
andum to council, Mr. Robe 
erts pointed out that the 
present scale of fees have 
been in effect since 1958 
and consequently, have be- 
come outdated. 

In briefly reviewing the 
proposed new scale of rates 
council recommended that 
Mr. Robert’s proposed in- 
creases be accepted, sub= 
ject to ratification at next 
Monday’s regular meeting 
of council, 

If approved, single family 
dwelling permits will be ine 
creased from $10.25 per 
square feet to $12.50, Mr. 


Robert’s second recommen- 
dation involves apartments, 
commercial, industrial and 
institutional permits.

$100,000 of building value 
and $1 per thousand there- 
after. The new recommen- 
ded rate is to be increased 
to $2.50 and $1.25 respece 
tively.

Tips on Spring cleaning 


By Pat Prymak,

It’s springtime and to 
many homemakers _ that 
means spring cleaning, 


Spring seems to be that 
time of the year when we 
feel most like cleaning and 
fixing things up, 

What are some cleaning 
products? There are so 
many different products on 
the market that are suppose 
ed to be good for cleaning, 
but we could probably spend 
all our grocery money on 
cleaning products alone, 
Since none of us can afford 
to do that, here are a few

treatment five days later, 
Place the material as close 
to the plants as possible. Do 
not dust or spray edible 
parts. 

Also several metaldehyde 
baits are available, i.e, in 
the form of pellets, This can 
be broadcast over the soil 
surface or place in small 
piles around the plants, Ene 
sure these areas are Cove 
ered so birds do not eat 
this bait. 

Additionally copper-lime 
dust is also poisonous to 
slugs, This dust canbe made 
by applying one part, by vole 
ume, of dehydrated copper 
sulphate with ten parts of 
hydrated lime, Use one 
pound of this mix per one 
thousand square feet in 
small gardens, It is not 
harmful to plants, 

Normally if the bait (pel- 
lets) do not do the job, 
then use the above mene 
tioned dusts or sprays, 

Follow the directions and 
labels carefully and treat 
with caution in all cases,
